This 
column previously has ventured the 
view that war's end is going to 
see a terrific politico-social uphea- 
val in Europe.

Washington—Make 
no mistake 


about it, the color of Ihe 7pth Con- 
gress on many matters is going to 
be quite different from that of the 
78lh. To explore all shades of it will 
lake a whole series of articles and 
some of those shades can't be de- 
termined until Ihe first battles of 
next January and February make 
the alignments more clear. 


However, one thing is certain: on 


the matter of foreign policy, 
the 


administration has made its greal- 
est gains since well before Pearl 
Harbor. 
. 


This is a vital point now, since 


the resignation of aging Secretary 
of State Hull. Probably more lhan 
any member of Ihe cabinet, Cordell 
Hull had the respect and admira- 
tion of Congress. His policy of co- 
operation with representatives 
of 
both sides of the Capitol did much 
to dispel the antagonism between 
the 
legislative 
and 
executive 
branches. 


But if the State Department re- 


turns to its old conservative aloof- 
ness from the mundane matters of 
legislation, the president will need 
every gain that has been made in 
the Senate, where two-thirds of lhat 
body must consent to any treaties 
or agreements made wilh Ihe other 
world powers. 


Numerically, the change in the 


Senate alignment isn't worth men- 
ioning. The temper of the new Sen- 
ate will be something else again. 
The voters turned out six of 
the 


president's most persistent oppon- 
ents in the upper chamber. These 
are Republican Senators Gerald P.

Coal Scarcer and More to Be 
Desired in Paris Than Money, 
for Coal Burns Much Longer 


Ellis Island is 27M: acres in area.

Paris, Dec. 3 — (Delayed) — WP) 
- A man with money to burn in 
Paris is less envied than a man 
with coal to burn. Coal is scarcer 
than money — and burns longer. 


A visitor here from the front no- 
tices that many rear echelon troops 
stationed in friendly France suffer 
more from cold weather lhan fight- 
ing men quartered in enemy Ger- 
many. 


On the front, thousands of Allied 
troops bivouac in abandoned Nazi 
dwellings and heat them with coal 
from nearby mines — or with for- 
est logs and wooden ammunition 
boxes. Their quarters are less pre- 
tentious than those enjoyed by back 
area soldiers — but they are con- 
siderably warmer. 
In Paris army food is wonderful, 
but it is something of a chore to 
keep clean and to keep from freez- 
ing. Mast hotels have no hot water 
for bathing or shaving. 
Driving into town I saw about a 
dozen lumps of coal — none larger 
than a man's fist — roll off a load- 
ed truck. As they nil the street, a 
number of miserably clad women 
rushed from the sidewalks, heed- 
less of danger from the heavy traf- 
fic, and scrambled among the cob 


slestones unlil every piece 
had 
oeen retrieved. 
To Ihe poor, the problem of find- 


ing food also remains a great prob- 
lem, but this situalion seems in no 
sense as critical as it was last Au- 
gust when the city fell to Allied 
troops. Today you see many stores 
stocked with vegetables and beef 
carcasses. 
Yet, lower middle-class families 
who in peacetime ate meat once or 
twice a day now say they are lucky 
if Ihey can eat it once or twice a 
week. Of course, varied delicacies 
have been spread for richer pocket 
books by black market restaurants. 
Five air corps men are the envy 


of the Allies here. They had the 
foresight to grab an 11-room ritzy 
apartment vacated by Nazi Gestapo 
agents. It is luxuriously furnished 
with deep soft leather chairs. Ii 
also has a great fireplace, 
amply 
supplied with logs. This now is a 
favorite rendezvous for correspond' 
enls here. 
In one corner of a room is 
beauliful grand piano and gold gild 
ed organ with pipe punctured 
by 
holes from bullets fired by the Ges 
tapo during a final wild parly be 
fore they fled to Germany.
